The particular advantages, which 
an acquaintance with the wonderful productions 
of nature bring to us, are to inftruct our under- 
handing, and gratify our commendable curiofity • 
both which ends I have endeavoured to anfwer 
in this treatife, in refpect of all thofe curious 
priers into nature, whofe defire leads them to 
be informed concerning the Spider. 

Each particular fpecies of this little infect (of 
which 1 have with great pains and labour col. 
lected near 200 ) is here reprefented, and ( for 
fuch as defire it) beautified in its proper colours, 
that the reader may have his curiofity fatisfied at 
one view, by what has taken me up a great deal 
of time and labour, to put fo exactly together. 

And fince general enquiries into the works 
and productions of nature have been a hudy fo

agreeable, that it has been the p ‘fuit of the 
fin eft genius’s in all ages, I cannot help flattering 
myfelf but that this my particular enquiry into 
the nature of the Spider will be no lefs agreeable 
than ufeful to the publick in the cure of inter¬ 
mitting fevers; fee defcription N°. 8. of the 
Houfe Spider. 


.N. B . In the account of thofe infers, found on the bodies of birds, 
fefc. contained in the three laft pages of this work, they are in 
conformity to the learned author from whence they are taken, 
there call'd fleas 5 yet I cannot help differing from that curious 
gentleman, that thofe he has delineated have not the properties 
jpf the flea kind, but rather of the lice.

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N°. I. 

rp HIS Spider was of a Icarlet colour, much refembling 
that of velvet 5 its feelers were fomething longer than is 
ufually found in Spiders of this bignels. It was found 
in Cain-lFood at the beginning of June. They are 
likewile found in gardens on the bodies of trees: thefe 
laft are fomething fmaller than thole found in the woods. Thele 
Spiders are accounted venomous. 



N°. II. 

This Spider was of an alh colour, the upper fide of the belly 
marked with black, the under fide, of the lame colour, without marks or 
fpots. It had two black filming fpots on the fore part of the body, and 

B three 
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three on each fide, two between the feelers, in thefe Ipots ftand their 
eyes, in number eight, placed in a femicircular manner, the two up- 
permoft being the largeft. I have obferved the Spiders, which have 
their eyes ftanding in this manner, catch their prey, by jumping on it. 

N°. III. 

These Spiders are of a blackifh colour, with a lightilh ftreak on 
their back. They are found in the fpring time running on the ground, 
under the dead grafs in the fields and hedges. In the beginning of 
June , they are found with their egg-bag, which is flattilh and of a 
darkifh colour, faftned to the under part of their bellies, which they 
run very lightly away with. By the beft obfervation with glaffes, 
they are found to have but four eyes 3 which are placed as they are 
exprefled over the head of the Spider in the Plate. 

NVIV. 

This Spider is of a dark afh colour, finely Ipotted with black all 
over the belly, back, and legs 5 having a ftreak of white in the mid¬ 
dle of the back, and upper fide of the belly. Its legs are fomething 
lighter than the other parts, and the fpecks lomething fenaller. It had 
fix eyes, ftanding as they are placed over the Spider in the Plate, the 
two foremoft of which are the leaft. 

N°. V. 

The back of this Spider was of a lead colour, the upper fide of 
the belly of a reddifti or brownilh call, finely marked. The legs were 
marked with large Ipots of black and hair-colour. Its feelers are like 
fhining globes, a little inclining to an oval figure, of a dark colour, 
almoft black. It could not be diftin&ly obferved how many eyes it 
had. It was taken, in the beginning of Aprils on a burdock. 

N°. VI. 
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N\ VI. 

The body and legs of this Spider was of a hair-colour, with a 
fmall black mark acrofs the upper end of the back: its belly of a 
blackilh colour. It was taken in the fields, in the beginning of April. 
The eyes are fo fmall, that it could not be perceived how many it 
had, or their manner of Handing. 

j N°. VII. 

This Spider was all over of a light hair-colour, with a black Ipot 
on the upper fide of its belly, the under fide of which was of an afh 
colour; it was taken in the fields, in the beginning of April, running 
amongft the leaves and dead grafs. 

N°. VIII. 

This Spider was of a dark colour, the upper fide of the belly being 
finely marked with a row of circular fpots from the back to the end of 
the tail with a Icolloped line on each fide ; the back was dark on each 
fide, and light in the middle. It had two eyes Handing as they are 
placed in the Plate, over the head of the Spider. Its feelers were long 
and flender, as are all thole of the female Spiders, the male having 
globular bunches or knobs at the ends of their horns or feelers: the young 
ones are marked exadly like the old ones 5 only they look very pale 
which makes them appear as if they were naked, but may be eafily 
known. This is one of the houfe Spiders, whole vertues are excellent 
in the cure of intermitting fevers, when the bark and other remedies 
have failed, as I have often experienced on feveral, both old and young ; 
the ufe of which I will now publifh for the benefit of the poor and 
country people, who are remote from the help of phyficians. 

The Ufe. “ fy. As much of the clean web of the houfe Spider as 
“ the weight of two feruples 5 Mithridate two drams ; mix and give

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“ lt to the patients the night before the fit 5 let them take after it 
u four ounces of treacle-water, and go to bed and cover themfelves 
“ warm, endeavouring to Iweat. They will have a moft fevere fit 
a after the taking the firft dole, but after the fecond dole it will leave 
“ them. By this method I have cured many people of ftubborn and 
“ long continu'd tertian , quartan , and quotidian Fevers, particularly 
u fome of the lervants of the Honourable Colonel Schutz , when their 
“ taking the Bark for a long time failed: as alfo Dame Hughs of Totten. 
“ ham-Court Road of a tertian Ague of three years continuance, with 
u many others. I have likewife cured feveral children, both male and 
u female, by hanging a large Spider confined alive in a box about 
u their neck, reaching to the pit of the ftomach, without giving any 
“ internal remedies. Their web, with the addition of Frog-fpawn, 
xc is a moft excellent ftyptick for bleeding at the nofe, or any flight 
(c wound of the body." 

The Ufe. fy. “ The clean web of the houfe Spider, and dip it in 
cc the fpawn of Frogs, beaten as you would the whites of eggs, leve- 
<c ral times letting it dry on pewter, or earthen plates, between each 
<c time of dipping it, and keep it in a box dole ftopt from air, and 
u apply it when you have occafion. With this remedy I faved a 
“ gentleman of worth in Lincolns-Inn-Fields , who had bled at the 
“ nofe feveral hours, when all the applications failed which were ufed 
u by two eminent Surgeons." 

I have obferv'd, fince I writ this, a fmall Ichneumon Fly to lay 
its eggs on the egg-bags of the houfe Spider, the worms of them pe¬ 
netrating the bag, eat up the eggs, leaving the skins 5 and then make 
themfelves fmall brown cafes, in which they change into Flies, which 
come out in the beginning of May. 

N°. IX. 

This Spider is of a blackifli colour on the back, the upper fide 
of its belly was of a yellowifh dark afh-colour, mark’d with black ^ 

the 
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the legs particolour’d of black and hair-colour 3 the feelers long and 
finooth. It had eight eyes {landing as they are placed over the head 
of the Spider in the Plate. This is one of the female houfe Spiders. 
It was taken in the beginning of April. 

• N° X. 

This Spider was of a black colour where the eyes ftood3 the other 
part adjoining to the belly was of a redifli chefnut colour, the upper 
fide of the belly of a yellowifh dark afh colour, the legs of this Spider 
are pretty long and of a redifli colour, the feelers were globular and' 
hairy, and on the outfides of them there was a bright knob of white,' 
incircled with yellow, which made it appear as if a little Hone had 
been let therein : it had eight eyes Handing as they are exp refled over 
the Spider in the Plate. This was a male Spider, and was taken in & 
houle in the beginning of April. 

N°. XL 

This fmall Spider is of a brownifli colour with a yellow mark 
crofs part of the belly next the back, the upper fide of the belly being 
marked with a large triangular mark with a crofs in it 3 the legs were 
(potted: it had long feelers, and four eyes, which were perceptible^ 
Handing as they are expreffed over the Spider in the Plate. It was 
taken in a garden in April . 

N°. XII. 

This Spider was black and white 3 the black marks on the upper 
fide ol the belly crofs it horizontally 3 it had eight eyes Handing as they 
are expreffed in the Plate. This is one of the Spiders which catches 
his prey by jumping on it, and can move backwards and forwards, or 
fideways at its pleafiire with great agility. It was taken in a garden 
about the middle of April. 


N°. XIII. 
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N\ XIII. 

This Spider was of a dark hair-colour, with a final! flroke of a 
lighter colour on the upper fide of the belly, and Hreak of light colour 
on the back, bordered on each fide with black, it looks all over with a 
loft downy look : it had long feelers, and eight eyes Handing as they 
are exprefled in the Plate. It was taken in a garden at Hacknej y a- 
bout the middle of April . 

Another of the lame kind was taken about the middle of May> 
with a large bag of eggs faftned to its tail, the outfide of which was 
white, with a call of blew. There has been found leveral degrees in 
bignels of thele Spiders, and the colours the lame 3 lo that they do not 
alter or change their colours as they grow bigger. An endeavour was 
made to take the egg from it 3 but Ihe was not willing to part with 
it, but Hrove to hold it by clapping her legs about it a great many 
times: and when taken away, would run to it, and catch hold of it, 
endeavouring to pull it to her again. 

N°. XIV. 

This fmall Spider was black on the back 5 the upper fide of the 
belly had a black line running through the middle of it, with a border 
of white on each fide of it, eroded on each joint by a fmall black 
line 3 the feelers were very fmall. It had eight eyes Handing in a ie~ 
micircular form, as they are exprefied in the Plate. It was taken in a 
dry bank near IJlington , on the fourteenth of April . 

N°. XV. 

This longilh Spider hath a flripe of orange-colour on the middle 
of its back, and down the middle of the upper fide of the belly, 
edged with a border of black 3 the out-edges of which are compofed 
of fmall black lines, which make a faint fhade ending in white. Its 

legs 
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legs were of a chefnut>colour 3 the feelers had thick knobs at the ends, 
ending in points. It had four eyes, Handing as they are expreffed in 
the Plate. It was taken in Cain-Wood , on the fourteenth of April, 
running in the dead grals and leaves. 

N°. XVI. 

This Spider was of a light brownilh hair-colour, with a faint Hripe 
of yellow on its back, and upper fide of its belly 5 its feelers were 
long and (lender. It had four eyes, Handing, as is reprelented in the 
Plate by the dots over the head of the Spider. It was taken in Cain- 
Wood , on the fourteenth of April , running in the dead grafs and 
leaves. This is a female. 

N°. XVII. 

This longifh Spider was of a light hair-colour, the darkefl pare 
being on the upper fide of the belly, and coming off in a very light 
ftiadow on the fides. It had a light Hreak on the top of the back 3 
the feelers had large knobbed and pointed ends. It had four eyes, 
Handing as is expreffed over the Spider in the Plate. It was taken 
about the middle of April in Cain-Wood , running on the ground un¬ 
der fome dead leaves and grafs. This is a male. 

N°. XVIII. 

The back of this Spider is of a dark hair-colour with a light Hreak 
in the middle 3 the upper fide of the belly light hair-colour, the legs 
of a reddifh brown, the feelers long and (lender, and of the fame 
colour of the legs. It was taken the fourteenth of April , runinng on 
the ground in Cain-Wood • 


N°. XIX,

This finall Spider was all over black, the feelers were knobbed 
at the ends. It had fix eyes, Handing as they are exprefled in the 

Plate. They are found running about in great plenty, in the low wet 
grounds, about the middle of April,

T h i s Spider is almoft white on the top of the back : the fides of 
the back were black, it had a fight mark all along the upper part of the 
belly even with that on the back, the legs and fides of the belly of a 
dark colour 3 its feelers were pretty thick : it had fix eyes placed as they 
are exprefled in the Plate. Viewing the upper part of the belly of this 
Spider with a magnifying glafs, it was hairy and finely fpotted: It was 
found in Cain-Woody running on the ground about the middle of April . 

NV XXI. i 

This Spider had a fight mark along the top of the back, the fides 
of the back black, going off into a faint ihade of white, the tail was 
of a dark colour. Its feleers were flender, the legs finely marked, 
partly black and partly of fad colour : it had fix eyes ftanding as is ex- 
pefled in the Plate. The belly of this Spider was fhorter than is 
ufually found in Spiders of this bignefs. It was taken in Cain-Woody 
.about the middle of April, 

N% XXII. 

This Spider was of a hair-colour 3 the fides of it dark, marked with 
black 3 its belly riles pretty high on the upper fide 3 its feelers were 
flender : it had fix eyes ftanding as they are exprefled in the Plate. It 
was taken in Cain-Woody near Hampjlead-Heathy about, the middle 
of April, 


N°. XXIIL

This Spider was of a dark colour, having a pretty broad ftreak of 
light hair-colour in the middle 5 and in the middle of that ftreak a (mall 
black line, the reft of the back being black 5 the upper part of the belly 
had a finall hair-colour’d line, in ftiape of a longifh fquare. It had fix 
eyes Handing as they are exprefled in the Plate. Its feelers were loner 
and flender : it was taken in Cain-Wood about the middle of April, in 
the dead leaves. One of thefe Spiders was taken at the beginning of 
June with its egg-bag under its belly, which was round and white. 

N°. XXIV. 

This fmall long legged Spider was lo finely marked that it was im- 
poffible to defcribe it, either in words or colours 5 there being lo fine a 
mixture of green, red, and black interchangeably put together in pretty 
fhapes 5 the legs were alfo finely marked in the fame manner 3 the eyes 
were fo Imall as not to be dilcerned. It was taken on the body of a 
tree in Cain-Wood, about the middle of ApriL 


N°. XXV. 


The back of this Spider is of a chefiiut colour, and fmall, the belly 
l ar g e > the upper part of which is of a yellow, white, and orange colour, 
very agreeably mixed in pretty fhapes, the legs orange colour with dark 
Ipots. The feelers were flender 3 it had fix eyes Handing as exprefled 

in the Plate. It was taken on a tree in Cain-Wood, about the middle 
of April. 


IN . XXVI. 

Th 1 s fmall Spider was of a copper colour, the belly pretty large for 
the bjgnefs of the Spider. It was found in the middle of a web, in 
am ood, about the fixteenth of ApriL The eyes were fo fmall as 
eir number could not be perceived.

This Spider was of a longifti fhape, and of a yellowifh green 
colour 5 its feelers were flender. It was taken about the middle of 
April, in Cain-Wood.

This Spider was of a blueifti white, with a broad ftreak of white 
on the middle of its back 3 bordered with black on each fide, the upper 
fide of the belly was finely marked with black, and ipotted with final! 
black ipots on the legs. It had fmail globular knobs at the ends of its 
feelers. 

N°. XXIX. 

This Spider was of a hair-colour 3 it had a pretty large belly, the 
tipper part of which, by the fhadowing of the colours, appeared in a 
fquare form 3 the two foremoft legs were the longeft 3 the feelers finall. 
It was taken about the middle of April , in Cain-Wood. 

N°. XXX. 

This Spider was of a light brown or chefiiut colour on the back . 
the upper fide of the belly white fhadowed towards the tail, with a 
deep (hade of yellow, and a row of darker ipots of the fame colour on 
each fide of the belly 5 its feelers finall 3 the two foremoil legs were 
longer than the other. It was taken in Cain-Wood , about the middle 
of April.

T h I s is one of the moil beautiful Spiders, if you look on it with a 
Micrpfcope , as is poflible to be feen 3 there is iuch a variety of marbling 
in pretty ihapes of feveral colours, viz. black, chefnut, redifh, and white 

mixt 
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mixt all over die back, the belly, legs and feelers. It appears to the 
naked eye to be a greyHh fpeekled Spider being all over rough and 
hairy 5 the feelers have globular ends and are hairy. It had eight eyes 
placed as is exprefled in the Plate, the two middlemoft in the top being 
the largeft. This Spider catches his prey by jumping on it, and is ex¬ 
tremely nimble in its moving any way it pleafes. It was taken in a 
garden at Hackney. 

N\ XXXII. 

Th I s Spider was of a dark colour, there was a broad light ftreak 
of hair-colour in the middle of the back $ the upper fide of the belly 
was as if it was marbled or watered, and all over very hairy. The 
feelers had pointed knobs at the ends, of a fhining black, and below 
that another knob, which made them look as if they had been turned 
by a Turner 5 it had fix fmall eyes. This was a male Spider, and taken 
in the houfe at the latter end of April. 

N°. XXXIII. 

This Spider was of a black colour, with a fmall ftripe of lighter 
colour in the middle of the back, the upper part of the belly was lighter 5 
the feelers had pointed knobs at the ends 5 it had four eyes Handing as 
is exprefled in the Plate. It was taken at the latter end of April , near 
Newington-Green. 

N°. XXXIV. 

This Spider was of a hair-colour, the back was fhort, the belly large^ 
the upper fide of which was prettily marked with light colour in the 
middle, and dark on the fides: thefe marks where fo regularly placed, 
as made it appear as if jointed on the back, it had a fitiall triangular fpoc 
in the middle, with a white line round it 5 and on the outfide of that

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line ic was dark 3 the two foremoft legs were the longeft: Its feelers were 
long and flender 3 it had fix eyes, the two foremoft were very fmall, the 
two next pretty large: they were placed as are exprefled in the Plate*

This finall Spider is of a dark reddiih or chefnut colour, its back 
dark, the upper fide of its belly was prettily marked with white and 
light chefnut colour: It had globular bunches at the ends of the feelers, 
the legs were very long for the bignefs of the Spider, the two foremoft 
being the longeft : It had four eyes ftanding in a right line, in the fore¬ 
part of his head. This Spider was taken at the latter end of April in 
Cain-Wood. 

N° XXXVI. 

This Spider was of a dark afti colour on the back, which was very 
fmall, the upper fide of the belly was black and white, regularly mark¬ 
ed, reprefenting the ihape of an Oak-Leaf having a fmall fhade of 
chefnut colour in it, the belly of this Spider was very large : its feelers 
fmall and long 3 it had eight eyes placed as they are exprefled in the Plate. 
It was taken by the New-River , at the latter end of April 

N°. XXXVII. 

This Spider was, on the upper part of its back, of a fhining black, 
the lower part next the belly of a colour inclining to red, the belly 
black, regularly marked with a lighter colour much refembling a leaf3 
its legs were of a dark red or chefnut colour, fpotted with black 3 the 
feelers were flender : Its back was fb fhining, and its eyes fo fmall that 
they could not without great difficulty be difcerned,. they were eight in 

number 
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number placed as they are exprefled in the Plate. The hind legs were 
not very long. It was taken in a Cellar , at the latter end of April. 

N\ XXXVIII. 

This Spider was all over of a hair-colour, with a light (break in 
the middle of the back 3 in which was a fmall black line, the upper 
part of its belly was regularly marked reprefenting joints, the legs were 
finely (potted with black 3 its feelers (lender 3 It had eight eyes placed as 
they are exprefled in the Plate. This Spider was taken in a Cellar , 
at the latter end of April. The thick web of this, and all the houfe 
Spiders may be made Ufe of, in the cure of all intermittent Fevers,

The back of this Spider was of a dark copper colour, the whole 
belly perfectly black, the legs of a chelnut colour finely (potted with 
black 3 its feelers were (lender: The eyes were fo (mall and clofe to¬ 
gether as not rightly to be difcerned as to their number and form. It 
was taken in a moift place under a lhed at the latter end of April . 

N°. XL. 

This Spider was all over of a brown colour: the two foremod 1 
legs were the (horteft, the two next the longed of all 3 the other two or 
third pair being fliort, the hind legs long : This Spider was taken at 
Hackney , in the beginning of May . This Spider (eems to be one of 
the long-legged kind, 

N°. XLI. 

This Spider is of a chefnut or redifh colour on the back, with a 
fhade of green, the legs of the fame colour, the whole belly was of 
a very fine green, on the upper part on each fide was a row of dark 

coloured 
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coloured fpots, and at the end of the tail a fpot or tip of fearlet colour. 
its feelers finall and of a tranfparent green colour, it had fix eyes 
placed as is exprelTed in the Plate, they were very plain to be feen, the 
body being almoft tranfparent, and the eyes black. It was taken in 
a web on an Elm-Tree , eating a large black Fly , at the beginning of 
May, on Epping-Forejl. There was one taken at the lame time much 
fmaller, but marked exa&ly like the great one. 

N°. XLIL 

This Spider was of the fame colour, and marked exactly like the 
former, the feelers of the former being of a tranfparent green: This 
Spider’s feelers are of a muddy green with globular knobs at the ends: 
It had fix eyes Handing as they are exprefled in the Plate. It was taken 
on the Forejl at the lame place and time with the former* Thefe 
two, I believe, to be male and female. 

N°- XLIII. 

The back of this Spider was of a redilh flefh colour with a lightifti 
fpot of the fame colour in the middle. In the upper fide of its belly 
which was pretty large, was a large dark ftiade of the fliape of a triangle, 
with a white line, reaching from the back to the tail end, which white 
line was cut through in feyeral places by the dark fhades$ the feelers 
were flender 5 It had fix eyes, placed as they are exprefled in the Plate* 
It was taken in a garden of Sir Richard Child’s on Epping-Forejl . 
in the beginning of May, 

N°. XLIV. 

The back of this Spider was chefhut colour, the belly almoft black, 
with a caft of copper colour, on the upper fide of which was a white 
mark joining to the back, the legs were of a light hair-colour very trans¬ 
parent, and finely fpotted with black 5 the feelers had fmall globular 

knobs 
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knobs at their ends: The eyes were fo fmall that their number and Hand¬ 
ing could not be perceived. This Spider was taken at the beginning 
of May, in a garden at Hackney .

This Spider is of a hair-colour, on the back are two fmall black 
lines, the upper fide of the belly was of a flefh colour finely marked 
with a broad mark of black and white 5 which mark is interrupted 
or broken off, about the middle3 the belly is fhadowed and intermixed 
with a mixture of pale red. Its feelers are long and flender : It had 
eight eyes Handing as they are exprefled in the copper Plate.

This Spider is of a dark colour, the back lighter, with a dark 
line in the middle fomething like a nine-pin, but more pointed at each 
end 3 on the upper fide of the belly was a long dark coloured mark, 
with a border of light colour round it, the whole being fpotted with 
dark fpots 3 the feelers were flender: It had four eyes Handing as they 
are exprefled in the copper Plate. This was taken near Hornjey-Woody 
about the middle of May. 

N°. XLVII. 

This Spider was long and flender, being all over of a hair-colour, 
and finely fpeckled with fmall fpecks of dark colour, the two foremoH 
legs were very long, the two next fomething fhorter, the other pair 
next them were the ftiortefl of all 3 the feelers were flender ; It had eight

This Spider on the back is of a dark muddy yellow, inclining 
to a blackilh colour, the belly blackilh, with a white hoary look 5 the 
legs were yellow 3 the feelers yellow and (lender: It had eight eyes 
placed as is exprefled in the Plate. It was taken about the middle of 
May , near Hornfey~?Vood. One of thefe Spiders was taken near Ham - 
bleton in Buckingham-Jhire , wraped up in a leaf of the winter green, 
with a great many young ones with it 5 the legs and back of this Spider 
were not lo yellow as the former but more inclining to a chefnut 
colour.

This Spider’s back is of a blackilh colour, the upper part of its 
belly being finely marked with a redilh, and blackilh mixture, and on

This odd fhaped Spider was of a fine green colour, intermixed 
with gold 3 the bite of which is fo venomous, if not remedy’d pre- 
lently by fire, or a decodtion of dana, it kills both man and bead. 
They delight in the Samlach Arabum or Syringa and dwell in their 
twifted leaves 5 See Camel MSS . who calls it Araneus. mortiferus fma- 
ragdino aureus Banajyan . 

N°. CLXXXL 
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N\ CLXXXI. 

This Spider was found amongfl: lome books 5 it was of a brown 
colour. It had eight legs as other Spiders, but in the place of feelers 
it had two long things like the claws of a lobfter, and would ule 
them as a crab or lobfter doth to pinch or lay hold of any thing. It 
would alfo run backwards or forwards as crabs do, and as well back¬ 
wards as forwards. It feems rather to be one of the tick or bugg kind 
than that of a Spider. 


THE eyes of Spiders (in Jome two, in feme four , in feme fex, 
and in feme eight) are placed in the forefront of their head , ( which 
is round and without any neck ) all diaphanous and tranfparent, like 
a locket of diamonds , &c : Neither do I wonder why providence jhould 
be feo anomalous in this animal , more than in any other we know of y 
for frjl fnce they , wanting a neck, cannot move their head, it is re- 
quifete that defeat Jhould be fupplied by the multiplicity of eyes . Se¬ 
condly fence they are to live by catching Jo nimble a prey as a fly 
is, they ought to fee her every way, and to take her, per laltum 
(as they do) without ary motion of the head to dijcover her 5 which 
motion would have feared away fe timorous an injeffi.

Carter Spider, and Jumping Spider; 

By the late Dr. Hooke, F. R. S. 

e H E carter, fhepherd Spider, or long-legg’d Spider, has, for 
two particularities, very few fimilar creatures that I have met 
with 5 the firft which is difcoverable only by the microlcope, 
and is in the firft, and fecond figures of Plate XXXVII. plainly de- 
fcrib’d, is the curious contrivance of his eyes, of which (differing 
from moft other Spiders) he has only two, and thole plac’d upon 
the top of a fmall pillar or hillock, rifing out of the middle of the 
top of its back, or rather the crown of its head • for they were fix’d 
on the very top of this pillar (which is about the heighth of one of 
the tranfverfe diameters of the eye, and look’d on in another pofture, 
appear’d much of the lhape BCD) the two eyes, B B, were placed 
back to back, with the tranfparent parts, or the pupils, looking towards 
either fide, but fomewhat more forward than backwards. C was the 
column or neck on which they flood, and D the crown *)f the head 
out of which the neck fprung. 

These eyes, to appearance, feem’d to be of the very fame ftruc- 
ture with that of larger binocular creatures, feeming to have a very 
Imooth and very protuberant cornea, and in the midft of it to have 
a very black puple, incompaffed about with a kind of grey iris, as ap- 

I pears 
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pears by the Plate: whether it were able to move thefe eyes to and 
fro, I have not observ’d, but ’tis not very likely he fhould, the pillar 
or neck C, feeming to be cover’d and ftiffen’d with a crufty fhell 5 
but nature, in all probability, has fopply’d that defect, by making the 
cornea ft> very protuberant, and letting it ft> clear above the Ihadowing 
or obftruding of its ptolped by the body, that ’tis likely each eye 
may perceive, though not fee diftindly, almoft: a hemifphere, whence 
having lo fmall and round a body plac’d upon fuch long legs, it is. 
cjuickly able lo to wind, and turn it, as to fee any thing diftind. 
This creature, as do all other Spiders I have yet examin’d, very much 
differs from moll other in feds in the figure of its eyes 5 for 1 cannot, 
with my bell microfeope, difcover its eyes to be any ways knobb’d 
or pearl’d like thofe of other in feds. 

The fecond peculiarity which is obvious to the eye, is alfo very 
remarkable, and that is the prodigious length of its legs, in proportion 
to its fmall round body, each leg of this I drew, being above fixteen 
times the length of its whole body, and there are feme which have 
them yet longer, and others that feem of the fame kind, that have 
them a great deal Ihorter 5 the eight legs are each of them jointed, 
juft like thofe of a crab, but every of the parts are fpun out prodigioufiy 
longer in proportion 5 each of thefe legs are terminated in a fmall cafe or 
fhell, fhap’d almoft like that of a mufcle-lhell, as is evident in the third 
figure of the fame Plate (that reprefents the appearance of the under 
part, or belly, of the creature) by the ihape of the protuberant conical 
body 1111 , &C. Thefe are, as ’twere, plac’d or faften’d on to the pro¬ 
tuberant body of the infed, which is to be fuppos’d very high at M, 
making a kind of blunt cone, whereof M is to be luppos’d the apex, 
about which greater cone of the body, the fmaller cones of the legs are 

plac’d, 
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plac’d, each of them almoft reaching to the top in fo admirable a man* 
ner, as does not a little manifeft the wildom of nature in the contri¬ 
vance 5 for thefe long leavers ( as I may fo call them) of the legs, 
having not the advantage of a long end on the other fide of the hypo - 
mochlion , or centers, on which part of the legs move, mud neceflfarily 
requirej^vaft ftrength to move them, and keep the body balanc’d and 
fufpended, infomuch, that if we fhould fuppofe a man’s body fufpend- 
ed by filch a contrivance, an hundred and fifty times the ftrength of a 
man would not keep the body from falling on the breaft. To Jup- 
ply therefore each of thefe legs with its proper ftrength, nature has 
allow’d to each a large cheft or cell, in which is included a very large 
and ftrong mufcle 3 and thereby this little animal is not only able to 
lulpend its body upon lefs than thefe eight, but to move it very fwiftly 
over the tops of graft and leaves. 

Nor are thefe eight legs fo prodigioufly long, but the ninth, and 
tenth, which are the claws, K K, are as ftiort, and ferve inftead of 
a probofeis, for thofe feem’d very little longer than his mouth 5 each 
of them had three parts, but very fhort, the joints K K, which repre- 
fented the third, being longer than both the other. This creature, 
feems (which I have feveral times with pleafure obferv’d) to throw its 
body upon the prey, inftead of its hands, not unlike a jumping Spider, 
which leaps like a cat at a moufe. The whole fabrick was a very 
pretty one, and could I have differed it, I doubt not but I fhould have 
found as many Angularities within it as without 5 perhaps, for the mod 
part, not unlike the parts of a crab, which this little creature does, in 
many things, very much referable, the curiofity of whofe contrivance, 

I have in another place examin’d. I omit the defcnption of the horns, 
A A, of the mouth, L L, which feem’d like that of a crab 5 the 

I 2 fpecklednefs 
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fpecklednefs of his fhell, which proceeded from a kind of feathers or 
hairs, and the hairinefs of his legs, his large thorax and little belly, and 
the like, they being manifefted by the Plate 5. and (hall only take no¬ 
tice that the three parts of the body, namely, the head, and bread, 
and belly are in this creature ftrangely confus’d, fo that ’tis difficult 
to determin which is which, as they are alfo in a crab ■ and indeed, this 
leems to be nothing elfe, but an air-crab, being made more light and 
nimble, proportionable to the medium wherein it refides 5 and as air 
feems to have but one thoufandth part of the body of water, fo doe, 
this Spider feem not to be a thoufandth part of the bulk of a crab. 

The jumping Spider isafmall grey Spider, prettily befpeck’d with 
Mack fpots all over the body, which the microfcope difcovers to be a 
kind of feathers like thofe on butterflies wings, or the body of the 
white moth. Its gait is very nimble by fits, fometimes running, and 
Wetimes leaping, like a grafhopper almofl, then ftanding dill, and 
fetting itfelf on its hinder legs, it will Very nimbly turn its body and 
look round itfelf every way : It had fix very confpicuous eyes, two 
looking dire&ly forwards, plac’d juft before; two other on either fide 
of thofe, looking forward and fide-ways j and two other about the 
middle of the top of its back or head, which look backwards and lide- 
wards; tho thefe feem’d to be biggeft. The furface of them all was 
very black , fpherical, purely polilh’d, reflecting a Very clear and dif- 
tind image of all the ambient objects, fuch as a window, a man’s 
hand, a white paper, or the like. Some other properties of this Spider, 
obferv’d by the moil accomplilh’d Mr. Evelyn , in his travels in Italy, 
are moft emphatically fet forth in the hiftory hereunto annexed, which 
lie was pleas’d, upon, my defire, to fend me in writing.

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u hold till her belly was full, and then carried the remainder home, 
u I have beheld them inftracting their young ones, how to hunt, 
cC which they would fcmetimes difcipline for not well obferving « 
“ but when any of the old ones did (as fometimes) mils a leap, they 
<c would runout of the field, and hide themfeTves in their crannies, 
Cc as alham’d, and haply not to be leen abroad for four or five hours 
“ after : for fo long have I watched the nature of this ftrange infedb 
u the contemplation of whole fo wonderful lagacity and addrels has 
u amaz’d me 3 nor do I find in any chafe whatloever, more cunning 
< £ and ftratagem obferv’d. I have found lome of thele Spiders in my 
“ garden, when the weather (towards the fpring) is very hot, but 
“ they are nothing fo eager of hunting as they are in Italy ”, 

All kinds of Spiders leem to be creatures of prey, and to feed on 
other fmall infers, but their ways of catching them are very differing: 
the Ihepherd Spider by running on his prey 3 the jumping Spider by 
leaping on it, other forts weave nets, or cobwebs, whereby they enlhare 
them , nature having both fitted them with materials and tools, and 
taught them how to work and weave their nets, and lie perdue, and 
to watch diligently to run on a fly as loon as ever entangled. 

Their thread or web feems to be fpun out of feme vifcous kind 
of excrement, lying in their belly, which, though foft when drawn 
out, is prefently, by reafon of its lmalnefs, hardned and dried by the 
ambient air. Examining feveral of which with my microfeope, I 
found them to appear much like white horfe-hair, or feme fech trans¬ 
parent horny fubftance, and to be of very differing magnitudes 5 feme 
appearing as big as a pig’s briffle, others equal to a horfe-hair 3 others 
no bigger than a man’s hair 5 others yet linaller, and finer, I obferv’d 

further, 
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further, that the radiating chords of the web were much bigger, and 
fmoother than thofe that were woven round, which feem’d ftnaller, 
tmd all over knotted or pearl’d, with fenall tranfparent globules, not 
unlike Imall cryftal beads, or feed pearls, thin ftrung on a clew of 
fllk 3 which^jvhetter they were fo (pun by the Spider, or by the ad. 
venationsmoifture of a fog (which I have obferv’d to cover all thefe 
filaments with fech cryftalline beads) I will not dilpute. 

T n E S E threads were fome of them fo fmall, that I could very 
plainly, with the microfcope, difcover the feme confecutions of colour as 
in a prifin, and they feem’d to proceed from the feme caufe with thofe 
colours which I have already defcrib’d in thin plated bodies. 

Much refembling a cobweb, or a confus’d lock of thefe cylinders 
is a certain white febftance which, after a fog, may be obferv’d to fly 
up and down the air 5 catching feveral of thofe, and examining them 
with my microfcope, I found them to be much of the feme form, look¬ 
ing moft like to a flake of worfted produc’d to be fpun, though by what 
means they fiiouLd be generated, or produc’d, is not eafiiy imagined: 
they were of the feme weight, or very little heavier than the air 5 and 
tis not unlikely, but that thofe great white clouds, that appear all the 
trimmer time, may be of the feme fubftance.

H E Tarantula is a Spider of Apulia of the o&onoeular kind 3 
that is of that Ipecies that has eight eyes, and fpins webs - it has 
eight legs, four on each fide, and in each leg three joints $ from 
the mouth proceed two darts, in fhape juft like to a hooked forceps , 
or crab’s claws 3 thefe are folid, and very (harp, fo that they can eafily 
pierce the skin 3 and between thofe and the fore legs there are two 
little horns, which, I fuppofe, do anfiver to thofe bodies call’d from 
their ule in flies the feelers 3 becaule as they do, lo this creature is ob¬ 
served to move ’em very briskly when it approaches to its prey. 

This, as other Spiders do, propagates its Ipecies by laying eggs, 
which are very numerous 3 fo that there are found fometimes in the 
female, when difle&ed, a hundred or more 3 and thefe are hatched 
partly by the heat of the mother, partly by that of the fun, in about 
(Twenty or thirty days time. 

In the fummer months, efpecially when the heats are greateft, as 
in the dog-days, the Tarantula creeping among the corn in the fields, 
bites the mowers and paflengers. In the winter it lurks in holes, and 
is Icarcely feen3 and if it does bite then, it is not venomous, neither 
does it induce any ill fymptoms. 

But in the hot weather, altho’ the pain of its bite is at firft no 
greater than what is caufed by the fting of a bee, yet the part quickly 
.after is dilcoloured with a livid, black, or yellowiflh circle, and railed 
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to an inflam’d fwelling 3 the patient within a few hours is feized with 
a violent ficknefs, difficulty of breathing, univerfal faint nefs, and fome- 
times trembling with a weaknefs of the head 3 being asked what the 
ail is, makes no reply, or with a querulous voice, and melancholy 
look, points to his breaft, as if the heart was mod affe&ed. 

During this mournful fcejie, all the ufual alexipharmic and cor¬ 
dial medicines are of no fervice 3 for, notwithftanding their repeated ufe ? 
the patient growing by degrees more melancholy, ftupid, and ftrangely 
timorous, in a fhort time expires 3 unlefs mufick be Called to his affift- 
ance, which alone, without the help of medicine, performs the cure. 

For, at thefirft found of the mufical inftrument, altho' the fick 
lie, as it were, in an apopledtick fit, they begin by degrees to move 
their hands and feet, till at laft they get up, and fall to dancing with 
wonderful vigour, at firft for three or four hours 3 then they are put to 
bed, refreflied from their fiveating, for a fhort time, and repeat the ex- 
ercife with the fame vehemence, perceiving no wearinefs or weaknefs 
from it, but profeffing they grow ftronger and nimbler the more they 
dance. 

A T this fport they ufually fpend twelve hours a day, and it continues 
three or four-days 3 by which time they are generally freed from all 
their iymptoms, which do neverthelels attack 'em again about the fame 
time the next year 3 and if they do not take care to prevent this re¬ 
lap fe by mufick, they fall into a jaundice, want of appetite, univerfal 
weaknefs and fuch like difeafes 3 which are every year increafed, if 
dancing be neglected, till at laft they prove incurable. 
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As 
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A s mufick is the common cure, fo they who are bitten are pleas’d, 
fome with one fort of it, fome with another 3 one is rais’d with a 
pipe, another with a timbrel 3 one with a harp, another with a fiddle $ 
fo that the muficians make fometimes feveral efifays before they can ac¬ 
commodate their art to the venom 3 but this is condant and certain, 
notwithftanding this variety, that they all require the quicked and 
brisked tunes, and are never moved by a flow, dull harmony. 

While the Tamntati r or affedfced, are dancing, they lofe in a 
manner the ufe of all their fenfes 5 like fo many drunkards, do. many 
ridiculous and foolidi tricks 3 talk and a£t obfcenely and rudely, take 
great pleafure in playing with vine leaves, with naked fwords, and red 
cloths, and the like 3 and on the other hand can’t bear the fight of any 
thing black 3 fo that if any by-dander happen to appear in that colour, 
he mud immediately withdraw, or otherwife they relapfe into their 
fymptoms with as much violence as ever. 

It may afford fome light towards underdanding the nature of this 
poifon, to obferve that 2 pulta is the hotted part of all Italy, lying 
eadward, and having all the fummer long but very little rain to temper 
the heats, fo that the inhabitants, as one of that country obferves, do 
breath an air, as it were, out of a fiery furnace^ hence their temper¬ 
ament is dry, and actad, as appears by their being generally lean, 
paffionate, impatient, ready to a&ion, quick-witted, very fubjed to in¬ 
flammatory didempers, phrenfies, melancholy, and the like 3 upon 
which account there are more mad people in this, than in all the other 
parts of Italy . As to the return of the fymptoms the next year, that 
is owing to the fame exceffive heat in thofe months, acting again upon 
the fmall remains of the venomous ferment, Thofe that are defiroiis 
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to know more concerning the nature, of this Rrange infed, the effeds 
of its venom, and the caules of thofe furpnimg fymptoms attending it, 
I refer to Dr. Mead ’s mechanical account of poifons, from whence 
(with the author’s leave) 1 have extruded this account of the Tarantula- 

Of the Scorpion, By the fame learned 

Author. 

F Ringing animals the Scorpion is the chief, whofe virus in 
different countries is more or lefs dangerous, according as ’tis 
exalted by various degrees of heat 5 thus in Africa, particular¬ 
ly, its effeds are fo dreadful, that as Leo tells us, the town Pefiara, 
there, is in a manner left delblate by the inhabitants in the fummer, by 
reafon of the great abundance of thefe creatures, certain death fol- 
lowing their fling. 

Some of this deadly kind, exhibited in Plate XL, Seignior Redly 
had lent him from Tunis ; and it being November, irritated them to 
firing pigeons, pullets, &e. without any bad effed at all of their, poifon, 
but upon the approaching fpring, one of them which had been kept all 
the winter, nay, eight months, without any food, and the wound of 
whofe firing before was harmlefs, Rung to death two pigeons fuccef. 
lively; but a third and fourth wounded in like manner, differ’d no hurt. 
Yet having let the Scorpion reR all night, he killed another pfoeon the 
next morning. 
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A T the point of the ftingjie very often could difcern a fmall drop of 
white liquor, which when the wound was made, entered into the fleflh. 

A s this liquid venom is either not feparated from the blood into the 
cavity of the fting, during the cold of winter, or at leaft the Scorpion 
<wants ftrength at that time to throw it out with force and energy 5 lo, 
even in the hot months, after it kexhaufted by two or three attacks, 
the fting, is no longer hurtful, till the expenfe of this juice is recruited 
by time* 

"Tis very remarkable concerning this infed,, what an ingenious 
gentleman, who lived feveral years in Barbary , told me he had many 
times tried 3 that if it be furrounded with a circle of burning coals, it 
does, upon the fenfe of the heat, turn itfelf violently every way to make 
an elcape 5 but finding it impoffible, and the pain from the fire increaf- 
ing, it ftrikes itfelf twice or thrice with the fting on the back, and 
immediately dies of the wounds. 

A s the viper me- venom is the qumteflence, and moft adive part o t 
thofe animal juices with which the Viper is nourifhed, fo is alio that of 
the Scorpion 3 for this mfed lives, chiefly upon locufts, &e. And the 
fame perfon from Barbary inform'd me, that feeing oftentimes locufts 
flicking up in the ground, as if they were fet there, by looking, he found 
that fbme part of them was always eat away, and that thofe places 
were the holes of Scorpions, who had dragg d their prey thither, and fed 
on it as they had occafion. 

I n like manner as the anungia viper ina cures the bite of the Viper % 
fo alfo the' oleum Scorpionum , or oil in which Scorpions have been in- 
fufed, is a prefent remedy for the fting of this creature. / 
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Obfervations on the Flea, and Louse; 

By the late ingenious Dr. Hooke, F. R. S. 

H E ftrength and beauty of the firft of thefe, creatures, the 
flea, had it no other relation at all to man, would" deferve a 
defcription. 



For its ftrength, the microfcope is able to make no greater diico- 
veries of it than the naked eye, but only the curious contrivance of 
its legs and joints, for the exerting that ftrength, is very plainly ma- 
nifefted, fuch as no other creature, I have yet obferv'd, has any thing 
like it 3 for the joints of it are fo adapted, that he can, as Were, fold 
them ftiort one within another, and fuddenly ftretch, or fpring them 
out to their whole length, that is, of the fore-legs, the part A of Plate, 


XLI. lies within B, and B within C parallel to, or fide by fide each 
other 3 but the parts of the two next, lie quite contrary, that is, D 
without E, and E without F, but parallel alfo 3 but the parts of the 


hinder legs G, H and I, bend one within another^like the parts of 3 

double jointed rule, or like the foot, leg, and thigh of ami an 3 

legs he ditches up all together, and when he leaps, fprings 

out, and thereby exerts his whole ftrength at once. \ {' 


But, as for the beauty of it, the microfcope manifefts it to be aft 
over adorn'd with a curioufty poliftfid fuit of fable armour, neatly joint¬ 
ed, and befet with multitudes of fharp pins, fhap'd almoft like por¬ 
cupine's quills, or bright conical fteel-bodkins 3 the head is on either 
fide beautify'd with a quick and round black eye K, behind each of 
which alfo appears a fmall cavity, L, in which he feems to move to 

and 
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and fro a certain thin filpi befet with many fmall tranfparent hairs, 
which probably may be his ears 5 in the forepart of his head, between 
the two fore-legs, he has two fmall long jointed feelers, or tether fmelL 
ers, M M, which have four joints, and are hairy, like thole of leveral 
other creatures 3 between thele, it has a fmall probojcis , or probe , 
N N O, that feems to confift of a tube N IS, and a tongue ox flicker O, 
which I have perceiv'd him to (lip in and out. Be (ides thele, it has 
two chaps or biters P P, which are lomewhat like thole of an ant, but 
I could not perceive them tooth'd 3 thefe were flhap d very like the 
blades of a pair of round top’d Suffers, and were opened and fhut juft 
after the fame manner 3 with thefe inftruments does this little bufie 
creature bite and pierce the skin, and fuck out the blood of animals, 
leaving the skin inflamed with a fmall round red fpot. Thele parts are 
very difficult to be difcovered, beeaufe, for the moft part, they ly$ 
covered between the fore-legs. There are many other particulars, 
which, beingmore obvious, and affording no great matter of inform-, 
ation, I ihall pals by, and refer the reader to the Figure. 

Of the Louse. 

HI S is a creature fo officious, that ’twill be known to every 
one at one time or other, fo bufie, and fo impudent, that it 
will be intruding itlelf in every one’s company, and lo proud 
and afpiring withal, that it fears not to trample on the beft, and affects 
nothing lo much as a crown ; feeds and lives very high, and that makes 
it fo laucy, as to pull any one by the ears that comes in his way,' and 
will never be quiet till it has drawn blood : it is troubled at nothing f Q 
much as at a man that (cratches his head, as knowing that man is plot¬ 
ting 
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ting and contriving feme mifchief againft it, and that makes it often¬ 
times fculk into feme meaner and lower place, and run behind a man’s 
back, though it go very much againft the hair . which ill conditions of 
it having made it better known than trufted, would exempt me from 
making any further delcription [of it, did not my faithful Mercury , 
my microfcope, bring me other information of it. For it has difeover- 
ed to me, by means of a very bright light caft on it, that it is a crea¬ 
ture of a very odd Ihape 3 it has a head lhap’d like that expreffed in 
Plate XLII, marked with A, which feems almoft conical, but is a 
little flatted on the upper and under fides, at the biggeft part of which, 
on either fide behind the head (as it were, being the place where other 
creatures ears ftand) are placed its two black fhining goggle eyes B B, 
looking backwards, and fenced round with feveral final] cilia or hairs 
that incompafs it lo that it feems this creature has no very good fore¬ 
fight : It does not leem to have any eye-lids, and therefore perhaps its 
eyes were fo placed, that it might the better cleanfe them with its fore¬ 
legs 3 and perhaps this may be the reafon, why they fo much avoid and 
run from the light behind them 3 for being made to live in the fhady 
and dark recedes of the hair, and thence probably their eyes having 
a great aperture, the open and clear light, especially that of the fun, 
muft needs very much offend them 3 tolecare thele eyes from receiving 
any injury from the hairs through which it paffes, it has two horns that 
grow, before it, in the place where one would have thought the eyes 
fhould be 3 each of thele C C hath four joints, which are fringed, as 
’twere, with fmall briftles, from which to the tip of its Ihout D, the 
head feems very round and tapering, ending in a very fharp nole D 
which feems to have a fmall hole, and to be the paffage through which 
lie lucks the blood. Now whereas if it be plac’d on its back, with its 
belly upwards, as it is in the Plate, it feems in leveral politions to 

have 
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have a refemblance of chaps, or jaws, as is reprefented in the Plate by 
E E, yet in other poftures thofe dark ftrokes difappear 5 and having 
kept feveral of them in a box for two or three days, fo that for all that 
time they had nothing to feed on, I found, upon letting one creep on 
my hand, that it immediately fell to fucking, and did neither feem to 
thruft its nofe very deep into the skin, or open any kind of mouth, 
but I could plainly perceive a fmall current ot blood, which came di¬ 
rectly from its fnout, and paft into its belly, and about A there feem'd 
a contrivance, fomewhat refembling a pump, pair of bellows, or heart, 
for by a very fwift fyftole and diajiole the blood feem'd drawn from 
the nofe, and forced into the body. It did not feem at all, though 
I viewed it a good while as it was fucking, to thruft more of its nofe 
into the skin than the very fnout D, nor did it caufe the leaft difcernibfe 
pain, and yet the blood feenfd to run through its head very quick and 
freely, fo that it feems there is no part of the skin but the blood is di- 
fpers'd into, nay, even into the cuticula 3 for had it thruft its whole 
nofe in from D to C C, it would not have amounted to the fuppofed 
thicknefs of that tegument , the length of the nofe being not more than 
a three hundredth part of an inch. It has fix legs, covered with a 
very tranfparent {hell, aud jointed exa&ly like a crab's, or lobftefs 3 
each leg is divided into fix parts by thefe joints, and thofe have her e 
and there feveral fmall hairs 3 and at the end of each leg it has two 
claws, very properly adapted for its peculiar ufe, being thereby inabled 
to walk very fecurely both on the skin and hair : and indeed this con¬ 
trivance of the feet is very curious, and could not be made more com- 
modiouily and compendioufly, for performing both thefe requifite mo¬ 
tions 3 of walking and climbing up the hair of a man's head, than it is 3 
for by having the leifer claw ( a ) fet fo much fhort of the bigger ( b ) 

when 
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when it walks on the skin the fhorter touches not, and then the feet are 
the fame with thole of a mite, and feveral other fmall infeds, but by 
means of the fmall joints of the longer claw it can bend it round, and 
lo with both claws take hold of a hair, in the manner reprefented in 
the Plate, the long tranfparent cylinder F F F, being a man s hair held 
by it. 

The thorax feem’d cas’d with another kind of fubftance than the 
belly, namely, with a thin tranfparent horny fubftance, which upon 
the falling of the creature did not grow flaccid 5 through this I could 
plainly lee the blood, luck’d from my hand, to be varioufly diftribut- 
ed, and mov’d to and fro 3 and about G there leem’d a pretty big 
white fubftance, which feem’d to be moved within its thorax 3 befides, 
there appear’d very many fmall milk-white velfels, which croft over 
the breaft between the legs, out of which, on either fide, were many 
fmall branchings 3 thefe feem’d to be the veins and arteries, for that 
which is analogus to blood in all infers is milk-white. 

The belly is covered with a tranfparent fubftance likewife, but more 
relembling a skin than a fhell, for ’tis grain’d all over the belly juft 
like the skin in the palms of a man’s hand, and when the belly is 
empty, grows very flaccid and wrinkled 3 at the upper end of this 
is placed the ftomach H H, and perhaps alio the white Ipot I I may 
be the liver or pancreas which by the periftaltick motion of the guts, 
is a little mov’d to and fro, not with a fyftole and diaftole, but rather 
with a thronging or juftling motion. Viewing one of thefe creatures, 
after it had fafted two days, all the hinder part was lank and flaccid, 
and the white fpot I I hardly mov’d, moft of the white branchings 

L dilappear’d 
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disappear'd, and moftalfo of the rednefs or fucked blood in the guts, 
the periftaltick motion of which was fearce difcermble 5 but upon the 
fuffering it to fuck, it prefently fill'd the skin of the belly, and of 
the fix fcolop'd embofments on either fide, as full as it could be 
ftiift 5 the ftomach and guts were as full as they could hold 5 the 
periftaltick motion of the guts grew quick, and the juftling motion of 
I I accordingly 5 multitudes of milk-white veffels leem'd quickly filled, 
and turgid, which were perhaps the veins and arteries, and the creature 
was lo greedy, that though it could not contain more, yet it continued 
lucking as feft as ever, and as faft emptying it felf behind : the digeft- 
ion of this creature muft needs be very quick, for though I perceived 
the blood thicker and blacker when fuck'd, yet, when in the guts, it 
was of a very lovely ruby colour, and that part of it, which was digeft- 
ed into the veins, feem'd white 3 whence it appears, that a further 
digeftion of blood may make it milk, at leaft of a refembling colour: 
What elfe is obfervable in the Figure of this creature, may be feen 
in the Plate. 

A s thele vermin are natural to the bodies of the human Species* 
fo likewife, moft birds of different kinds, fome forts of fifh, and many 
kinds of quadrupeds have their particular forts of fleas, and lice, proper 
and peculiar to themfelves, and manifeftly differing from each other. 
Seignior Redi , having delineated fome of thele 3 I think it will not 
be foreign to the Subjed, to relate the difeoveries (he tell us) he 
made, by the advantage of a great many experiments. 

I n the hawk (lays he) I've obferved three diftind forts of fleas, and 
as many in the turkey-hen 3 in the wild-duck four: in the fwan, wild- 
goole, keftrel and plover, two: Yet it muft be allow'd that there j s 

a 
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a fort of birds that have either the fame fort of fleas, or fome that are 
very like them. The golden-eagle, and the bird by the Italians 
call’d vaccaio from its keeping company with cows, as well as the 
keftrel, have very large ones : which laft named bird hath alfo another 
fort of fleas no ways differing in fhape from thole of the raven, but 
of another colour 3 and the raven others very like the leffer fort of lice 
found upon the egret . Some of the buftard’s fleas, if view’d at a dift- 
ance, very much refemble thofe found upon the egret. On the wood¬ 
pecker and chaffinch I have feen fleas refembling thole of the ftarling > 
and on the wild-duck of the larger kind, much the fame fort of fleas 
wflth thofe of the wild-goofe. In the feathers of a crane are to be 
found nefts of white lice, marked, as it were with arabic or algebraic, 
characters. Farther, it is remarkable that the bignefs of each bird’s 
fleas bears not adequate proportion to the bignefs of the birds they afe 
found upon 3 but amongft the larger kind of birds may be found a 
leffer and larger fort of fleas of a different kind 3 and I remember that 
I have feen fleas upon a blackbird as large as thofe found upon a fwan. 

If you view fleas when upon their feet, there is not the leafl: ap¬ 
pearance of a mouth to be difcovered, but if you turn them upon their 
backs, you may difcern the fituation of their mouth plac’d on the un- 
derfide of the probofcis or trunk, in the form of a pair of pinchers, 
much refembling that of the wood-loufe. In a word, there is fiich a 
wonderful variety of fleas of diftind forts, fo ftrangely different one 
from another, that I thought it much better to exhibit ’em drawn upo n 
copper Plates than to give the reader a long and tedious defcription of 
them. As to their colour, ’tis generally the feme, or very near that 
of the feathers of the birds on which they are found. ’Tis true I 
muff own I’m of opinion ( which experience countenanceih) that fleas 

when 
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when they are firft bred out of nits are white 5 but, as they grow 
bigger, by degrees affume other colours, yet Co that preferving the tranf- 
parency of their bodies. By the help of a microfcope, the motion of 
their entrails, and circulation of their juices may very plainly be 
difcerned. 

Of thole larger kind of Spiders, Plate (XXXV,) Marian tell us 
fhe found very many on the tree Guajava , in which they make nefls 
reprefenting a caterpiller's web. They are cover'd all over with hair 
arm'd befides with fharp pointed teeth, with which they give danger¬ 
ous wounds, infufing fome liquid matter from them at the lame time* 
Pifmires are their common food 5 in fcarcity of which they take the 
little birds out of their nefts, and fuck out all the blood of their little 
bodies. They fhed their coats now and then, juft as caterpillers do, 
yet were never obferv'd to change into the volatile kind. I take this 
Spider to be the male to N°. 17$.
